Thus, changing the non-English text in the drawings to 
English text as required by the March 26, 2002 Notice would cause the application to 
not effectively describe and illustrate the features and concepts of the invention. 

Therefore, the requirement as set forth in the March 26, 2002 Notice is 
improper. Accordingly, reconsideration and withdrawal of the March 26, 2002 Notice 
is respectfully requested.
